Epitor : — When I left Kentucky 
I thought I would go to the paradise of 
the world, Omaha, but like many others, 
I was misuken. This is a country of 
storms, wind, hail, and rain, and as tor 
thunder, it can beat the world. Th'x* 
city (Laurie) is surrounded by the Black 
Hills, the first range of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, three hundred and fifty miles west 
of Omaha, on the Uliiou and Pacific 
railroad. On the summit of these dark 
and frowning aiountain.s snow id always 
visible, and the trees are email pine."*, 
which the land speculators call "timber." 
Indeed, there is qgre timber on one sere 
of Kcutueky hot^^ land than you can 
.see for three huudrcJ miles out here ; 
and, as for the land, I believe it would 
bo impossible to rabe any thing on, it but 
prarier dogs and Indians.

The Bed Skins are rather scarce about 
here. I saw about four hundred of the 
Sneonesa crossing North Plat River. — 
They were having a war ilanee, and were 
painted like Jacob's cattle, "ring, streak- 
ed and striped," and as for noise and 
ugliness Pandora could not come ap to 
them. They were on the war path to 
meet the Cheyennes. It is true they com- 
mit some depredations, but not half as 
many as represented in the newspapers. 
In fact the white Indians are worse than 
the Red Skins as many murders and 
robberies are committed and laycd to the 
them when there is not one within one 
hundred miles of the place. They scalp 
their Tietims to make it look like ue In- 
dians had done it. They caught four of 
these fellows and their scalps are dang- 
ling on a telegraph pole, snspeaded by a 
small piece of him. 

The Bailroad will be completed to 
Green Rirer this fall. This is about 
nine hundred mHcs west Omaha, where 
it will stop for the winter. 

The Mormons are emigrating in large 
bodies to the land of promise. I saw 
about two thousand land here at one 
time, all singing " I am bound for the 
land of Canaan." While some of Brig- 
ham's prophets eyes were gazing with 
admiration on the laBbs of the flock, and 
contemplating the fiW time they would 
have sporting on the " sweet fields 'Of 
Eden," oa Salt Lake Shore, they imme- 
diately embarked for their home.
